I -ns glad to see that you do not include the Anciotrocla- 
dace&e with the Diptarocarpaceae. They certainly belong in a 

separate group. 

I realise thnt there are a number of faults to be found 
with the arrangement of genera given by Brandis;but,neverthe¬ 
less, I like it better then any other arrangement which I have 
seen proposed. There are very good anatomical reasons for 
keeping the genus Vatice intact,including the sections Retino- 
dendron, X&auxia,and 8ynn.ptea. it seems to ae a pity to split 
the genus up* With regard to Pechychl&iayB, X am not prepared to 
apeak,as I hsve net yet examined either of the species care¬ 
fully. 


AHISOPTHRA . 

It seems to me that our material shows four species. 

One collection,Fo.647 (F.8,39)collected from Tebong State 
Land in 1916 under the name "Hersaw' has leaves very like some 
forms of Anisoptera thurifera,but the flowers seem different 
and the fruit is rather small,with very large and coarsely veined 
wings. I have done nothing with this form,as 1 thought there 
might already be some work done on it. Is it,by any chance,your 
A.laevie ? 

Anisoptera thurif e r a (Bianco)Blune vs,A.gl abra Kurz. 

I have,ever since I lofeked over the material at Singapore 
in 1910,felt that the relationship or possible identity of these 
two species ought to be cleared up. I copy a note which I set 
down last year,"Is the type of A.glabra preserved ? ,and will it 
be possible to get a photograph or a tracing of it ? If these 
two names represent the same thing,A.thurifera will have to be 
the name used,as it is the older name. ’Te have one sheet in our 
local herbarium named by Ridley at Kew as A.thurifera (C.F.453, 
collected at Sungel Ujong,Plus River,Perak,9-7-12.under the 
name of "Sanie"). 

Brandis (p.4l) refers to Ridley’s No.841,from Ialacca,as 
rather doubtfully A.glabra."

It aeema that D.crinitus has some¬ 
times been auppoaou to be present when the soeoioa was really 
D.Scorteohinii. -The species occur together in a number of 
localities. I see that Brandis credit,; D.Hassoltii to the 
Pcninoula.but I have not yet run across material of it in 
recent collections.

Thank you very much for your letter of 
16th inst..

the plant a retrial. having carried this out my judgement 
is something like this - "The accused (p. malaanonan Merr. ) is 
suspiciously like Mocanera malaanonan and Merrill may con¬ 
ceivably be correct in saying it is the same thing. But he 
has violated the traditions of British justice by ignoring 
cerGain evidence which establishes an alibi. X aught to 
reverse his judgement but, being very anxious not to undermine 
the authority of the courts, and having no wish to vex Mr.

Dear Holtturn. 

You will remember the Di dymocarpus you sent 
me, about which various letters have passed between us. 
Your last letter was dated December 19th, 1940, to which 
I replied on February 22nd, 1941. You will be interested 
to hear that our plants have again flowered this year, 
but as Burtt has, unfortunately, left to do war work, 

I cannot give you any very definite information about it. 
I have had a description drawn up of the plant, but as 
our material of Gesneraceae has been evacuated to a 
safer part of England, I am afraid I must leave the 
matter of a name until the end of the war. 


y 



It is quite a nice plant, though it does not 
grow here as freely as I should like to see it. The 
flower is whitish to palish blue-lilac on the upper side 
and whitish on the other side, bluish-mauve on the inside 
of the upper portion and white below. We find it is 
sweet scented in the early morning. The leaves are 
shining and bright green above and very pale green 
beneath with conspicuous darker veins. 

Obviously there is a good deal to be done 
in revising the Gesneraceae , but until the times become 
normal I am afraid we cannot do anything further. 

From all that we have been able to discover, 
it appears to be a new species of Didymocarpus in Ridley ! s 
sense, and possibly belongs to the section Bo eopsis , 
but we can find no species in our collections at all' 
closely allied to it. Our plant, as I think you will 
remember, was ,g**own here from seed, which Nauen sent 
in 1938, and toe seed was collected at Kota Tinggi, 

Jehore.

Many thanks for your letters of July 4th and 
August 8th with regard to Nauen’s "Loxocarpus" from Kota 
Tinggi. I was waiting to haye your second letter before 
sending you a reply* as Burtt* who is working on the species* 
tells me he had already compared our plant with the 
description of L, Holttumii and did not think it could be _ 
that species as the fruit of our specimen is cylindric. He 
thinks the plant is not one of those species which Ridley- 
described* though unfortunately we have no material oi them 
at Kew. We should like to describe it as a new species* but 
the obstacle is the condition of the genera, which appears 
to need a good deal of revision. I hope you may be able to 
find some more specimens when you revisit the locality, and 
should you be thinking of revising the genera of Gesneraceae, 
please let me know. Otherwise, it may be best for us to 
draw up a description of this plant as a new species of 
Didy mocarpus . It would be very helpful if you could let us 
have your views as to whether Didvmocarnus B Boeopsis should 
be made into a distinct genus or not. 

I have been reading through your annual report 
on Gardens for the year 1939 and notice on page 7, among 
Hew Herbaceous Plants* that you have been raising Lobelia 
dresdenensis. As we do not know this plant here* I shall be 
very glad if you could send us a little seed* as from your 
account it sounds an interesting plant and I should like to 
be able to grow it.

Fortunately, we kepu the you Ou it 
was, and later some more seedlings came up, and noxi after 
considerable trouble in keeping the plants alive they nave 
flowered. The flower is singularly like a ^^oo^nu s 
flower in general features and the leaves are bright green 
with a shiny upper surface. 


It is a very interesting plant which we 
cannot match here, and we have not yet succeeded in getting 
any fruits from our plant, though I had one of the flowers . 
fertilised yesterday.

I should be very glad to know if you have 
identified the plant at Singapore, and also whether you 
possess any fruits, as it appears to be a new species and 
without fruits we cannot be sure whether the genus is 
correct.
